A Franco-Russian Rapprochement? 


~DWIN L. JAMES, who has usually 
been sharply critical of the Soviet 
government in his dispatches to the New 
York Times, writes from Paris, October 
Bei 

“Steaming out of the pot of European politics 
floats today an odor of a Franco-Russian rap- 
proachment.” 

This opinion is confirmed by other dis- 
patches from Paris which refer to the 
“‘semi-official flirtation of the French For- 
eign Office with Moscow’”’. This dramatic 
change of front on the part of the French 
government coincides with the return 
from Russia of the extreme Socialist 
Mayor of Lyons, Edouard Herriot. 
Le Temps, the mouthpiece of the Quai 
d’Orsay, declares that Russia must be 
considered in any general European 
policy affecting the control of the Straits 
and even goes almost so far as to sup- 
port M. Herriot’s proposal for a Russian 
alliance. 

This shift of French policy is not sur- 
prising. France is much more concerned 
with Russia as a _ possible bulwark 


against Germany than she is with the re- 
payment to Frenchmen of pre-war Rus- 
sian debts. 


Progress in the Dominican Republic 


T IS a pleasure to call attention to 

progress being made in the Dominican 
Republic towards the restoration of self- 
government under the terms of the pro- 
gram agreed upon by the United States 
government and representative Domini- 
cans.* The new provisional government 
was formally installed on October 21, 
with Juan Batista Vicini Burges as Presi- 
dent, for the “purpose of promulgating 
legislation to regulate the holding of 
elections, to provide for the reorganiz- 
ing of the provincial and municipal Gov- 
ernments and to enable the Dominican 
people to make such amendment to the 
Constitution as they may deem appropri- 
ate and hold general elections without 
the intervention of military government”. 
That is, the first great step has been 
taken towards turning the Dominican 
government back to the Dominicans. We 
should like to be in position shortly to 
commend the Administration for taking 
the obvious next step—the withdrawal 
of the American troops from Haiti and 
the re-establishment of constitutional 
government there.

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Political Economics 

HE Secretary of Commerce, Mr. 

Hoover, has joined the ranks of the 
Cabinet members who are “stumping the 
country”. His first address, delivered at 
Toledo, October 16, is intelligible only in 
the light of this political fact. His blunt 
and almost brutal declaration that Eu- 
rope can and must pay her obligations 
was based on technical arguments which 
do not stand up under critical examina- 
tion. The address of Reginald McKenna, 
former Chancellor of the British Ex- 
chequer, before the American Bankers’ 
Association,* is a convincing answer to 
Hoover’s major thesis. But even were 
the American Secretary’s economics 
much sounder, there would be no excuse 
for the dogmatism verging on insolence 
which marked his references to our 
former Allies. No progress can be made 
that way. 


Who Misses the Point?

What difference do you think it makes 
whether Germany were to use the now uncol- 
lected rent of her land to pay external or in- 
ternal obligations? That rent belongs to the 
German people and not to Stinnes, von Stern- 
berg, Wm. Hohenzollern or any other individual 
or individuals. And there is enough of it to eat 
rapidly into her national bills—taking nothing 
from industry or labor. Moreover, when ccol- 
lected it can be translated into goods or valid 
money and used to pay either France or us. 
Is your apparent missing of this point in Bol- 
ton Hall’s letter** unwitting or intentional?

No one denies that a huge 
income might be raised by Germany in this way.

In any 
event, the Wirth government in its present weak- 
ness could not, we believe, possibly make ef- 
fective such a drastic measure. ]
